" Within the last five or ten years there has 
been developed a class of comparatively young 
men from 18 to 25 years of age, who have adopt- 
ed the profession of robbing and kidnapping- 
gunmen, they are called. They are being sent 
to our prisons in great numbers, often with very 
long sentences, and are the most desperate and 
dangerous men, as a class, now to be cared for 
in our prisons, and in planning for the future 
they must be classed with the old-time habitual 
criminals. The fact is, at the present time we 
have no place in the state where the worst crim- 
inals in toe state (perhaps 500 to 600 altogether) 
could be placed and be subjected to the disci- 
pline and lack of privileges which they deserve.

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? SOMETHING TO RUN ON. 

No one can accuse Hon. James, 
M. Curley of being deficient in 
political shrewdness in the selection 
of campaign issues. Certainly that 
of "supporting the president 
worked to perfection in 1934, m 
spite of the fact that the president 
himself had not shown the enthusi- 
asm for Mr. Curley that the latter 
had perhaps expected. Now the cam- 
paign for senator is to be made on 
a "social security" platform— a 
phrase of somewhat uncertain mean- 
ing, but one which seems to be 
catching a large section of the 
country. 

Just wbat the governor has in 
roind has not yet been revealed.

er probable. In spite of the con- 
siderable interest that seems to be 
shown for the Townsend plan, one 
may doubt that a candidate prom- 
ising to outdo the New Deal would 
win where the president would lose. 

Mr. Curley has never, as far as 
we can recall said a word about the 
present junior senator, in connectior 
with his own consideration of the 
senatorial office. There is no rea- 
son why he should, from the view- 
point of a man who has aly&ys rid- 
den roughshod over opposition 
Within his own party Mr. Curley ii 
probably stronger than he was wher 
he won so handily over General Cole 
the original choice of the 1934 con- 
vention. Mr. Coolidge has not for- 
mally declared that he is not a can 



didate, but it would certainly m, « 
! surprise if he should venture to de- 
fend his seat against so strongly 
entrenched a politician as the gov- 
ernor. Neither do we believe that 
former-Representative O'Connell or 
any one else could defeat the gov- 
ernor for the nomination, Massa- 
chusetts has not been in the habit 
of shifting either representatives or 
senators, and has thereby had the 
benefit of seniority for" its members 
of both houses. That is perhaps 
fully as much a Republican practice 
as that of the state generally, al- 
though there are conspicuous in- 
stances of Democrats who have 
served term after term.

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Curley Challenge* Walsh 

NO ONE is greatly surprised at 
Governor Curley'a announcement of 
liia candidacy for the Democratic nom- 
ination as United States Senator. Dur- 
ing his carnpnigu for the governorship 
last year no secret was made of th« 
f»ct, that his consuming ambition was 
for a scat In the Senate. Though there 
has been some doubt whether he might 
create conditions on Beacon Hill which 
would make it almost necessary to run 
for a second term as Governor, he ap- 
parently sees no such necessity, and 
will try for an office that has a term of 
six years Instead of two with a tradi- 
tion of repeated election. Instead of 
one of no more than four years at the 
most. The Governor's decision may be 
taken as a challenge to Senator Walsh, 
who would find It difficult to name a 
jjemocratic politician who would be 
more distasteful to htm than James M. 
Curley; but extensive as the senior 
benator's personal influence is, It is 
doubtful whether he can find any can- 
didate who would be able successfully 
to contest the nomination with the 
Governor. Certainly Senator Marcus 
Coolidge could not; and moreover, it Is 
undestood that he has no great desire 
for another term In Washington. The 
Republicans can pretty well take It for 
granted that Curley Is the man they 
will have to contest next November. 
The task Is very far Indeed from being 
a hopeless one. The Oovernor will 
not run for senator as strongly as he 
did for his present office; but he will 
be an active campaigner; the Repub- 
licans must name as his opponent a 
man who unites high character with 
more than usual ability and resource 
on the platform. If the right man

^ On page 9 of a recent report to 
Governor Cur ie v. made at his request 
by former Senator Lewis Parkhurst 
of Winchester, we read: 

"In addition to the habitual crimi- 
| rials whom we have always had with 
us, within the last five or 10 years 
there has been developed a class of 
j comparatively young men, from 18 to 
; 25 years of age, who have adopted 
; the profession of robbing and kidnap- 
ing- gunmen, they are called. They 
i are being sent to our prisons in great 
| numbers, often with very long sen- 
tences, and are the most desperate 
and dangerous men, as a class, now to 
be cared for in our prisons, and in 
planning for the future, they must be 
classed with the old-time habitual 
criminals. 

"The fact is, at the present time 
we have no place in the State where 
the worst criminals in the State (per- 
haps 600 to 600 altogether) could he 
placed and be subjected to the disci- 
pline and lack of privileges which they 
deserve, 

"So, I should say that the most im- 
portant work to be done is to plan for 
a more complete and thorough segre- 
gation of our criminals into different 
classes than is possible with our pres- 
ent equipment, with especial refer- 
ence to the bad actors." 

And again, on page !> of the Sup- 
plementary Report made concerning 
the same subject, we read: 

"In tbi' last few years we have been 
overwhelmed with crimes of great 
enormity — kidnaping innocent chil- 
dren and demanding ransom from dis- 
trusted parents, robberies of all kinds, 
such as banks, tilling stations, pay- 
rolls, hand-bag snatching; killing of- 
ficers in tlie performance of their du- 
ty, of'ten-times in uniform; 'taking for 
a ride' and 'bumping off' any one like- 
ly to give testimony against the per- 
petrators of these crimes. If they 
' met with any opposition, they did not 
I hesitate to kill whoever stood in their 
J way. Such men demand the severest 
■ punishment. . 

j "I should recommend that we build 
j for these men some such prison as has 
been constructed by the Federal Gov- 
ernment in the harbor off San Fran- 
cisco, on the Island of Alcatraz. which 
they designate as the future home for 
public enemies. 

"If it; were possible to find an island 
eft' our coast, suitable for this purpose, 
that is where I should suggest put- 
ting it. Psychologically, I think it 
would be much better to send this 
class of men to some such place, the 
very name of which would brand them 
as desnerate characters, rather than 
send them to Concord, which has come 
to be known as a reformatory, and 
which is located in a place with such 
an historical setting."

Commissioner Payson Smith, in 
commenting today on the absence 
of approximately 5000 oaths whose 
receipt at his office had been ex- 
pected, explained that while the 
deadline for signing oaths was Dec. 
1, there is no deadline for filing 
of the oaths with his department. 

He said that he expects the great- 
er part of the missing 5000 will 
be filed ultimately. 

The commissioner admitted that 
his department had "little or no 
jurisdiction over private schools," 
and that there was no list of pri- 
vate schools available when his 
office began sending out blanks. 

State officials pointed out that 
if the law is not carried out to the 
letter, and all teachers sign the 
oath in the wordage provided for 
in the law, proceedings can be in- 
stituted against those institutions 
holding state charters. 

Furthermore, it was indicated 
that those universities out of state 
jurisdiction could be included under 
a proposed amendment to the state 
constitution. 

Whether steps seeking an amend- 
ment will be taken will depend on 
the final disposal of the question- 
able oaths already received, and 
whether or not the remaining 5000 
teachers submit their oaths.

In the most smashing indictment 
of the Raw Deal registered so far, 
the third tally of the Literary Digest 
poll today showed Massachusetts op- 
posed nearly four to one to the 
present administration policies. 

The first returns from this state 
in the 10,000,000 nation-wide test 
vote, shows the Bay State register- 
ing the heaviest protest of any of 
the 18 states reporting. 

Massachusetts returns covered a 
total of 3362 votes, of which 2646, 
or 78.70 per cent were cast in op- 
position to tfie Roosevelt policies. 
Only 716, or 21.30 per cent professed 
to support his regime. 

Other'states were similarly shown 
as opposed, hut not to the extent 
that Massachusetts registered her 
disapproval. The Raw Deal was ap- 
proved by only five states in the 
South, and rejected by the votes of 
13 other states, mainly in the East 
and West. 

Significance of the vote here, as 
based on the accuracy of previous 
polls conducted by the Literary 
Digest, was seen as putting Massa- 
chusetts once again in the list of 
doubtful states as far as the nation- 
al election is concerned. 

The intense appeal of A! Smith 
[and Governor Curlcy> smashing 
campaign for ROOSevelt put the 
state in the Democratic column in 
the last two Presidential elections 
but Republicans are said to feel 
hopes of regaining the state by 
the Digest poll result. 

The latest tally reports a total 
of 421,560 votes, of which 234,404, 
jof 55.6 per cent were marked "No" 
on the question: "Do you approve 
the acts and policies of the Roose- 
velt New Deal to Date?" 

Initial returns also were re- 
ceived from California and South 
Dakota, which states joined with 
Massachusetts in voting against 
the Raw Deal, and Kentucky. 
Tennessee and Virginia, which 
showed majorities in favor of the 
Roosevelt act.=; and policies. 

The initial tally f Kentucky indi- 
cates that 59.64 per cent of the 14.- 
402 votes from there are in support 
of the Roosevelt policies. The count 
of the first 13,854 votes from Vir- 
ginia is divided 52.15 per cent for 
and 47.85 per cent against the Raw 
Deal. 



Georgia, the home state of Gov- . 
ernor Eugene TaVmadge. and the | 
"other home state" of President 
Roosevelt, continued to show more 
than a 2 to 1 vote for the Raw 
Deal. Tennessee ranks next with 
better than a 3 to 2 majority for 
the. administration's policies. 

Oklahoma and Florida, slates 
that gave Roosevelt a 3 to 1 plu- 
rality when he was elected, now 
indicate a majority of their voters 
have turned against the President. 
Minnesota went 3 to 2 for Roose- 
velt in 1932 and thus far in the 
poll it is 3 to 2 against him. It 
is the same in Nebraska. 
CALIFORNIA OPPOSES 

An analysis of the first batch of 
votes from California shows 57.85 
per cent against the Raw Deal and 
42.15 per cent for it. South Dakota 
gave the President better than a 3 
to 2 plurality in 1932, but now it 
is balloting 3'.4 to 2 against him. 

The voters in the poll thus far 
show that 55.43 per cent of them 
voted for Roosevelt in 1932 f and 
38.91 per cent voted for Hoover.

In the most smcshing Indictment 
of the Raw Deal registered so far, 
the third tally of the Literary Digest 
poll today showed Massachusetts op- 
posed nearly four to one to the 
present administration policies. 

The first returns from this state 
in the 10,000,000 nation-wide test 
vote, shows the Bay State register- 
ing the heaviest protest of any of 
thf. 18 states reporting. 

Massachusetts returns covered a 
total of 3362 votes, of which 2646, 
or 78.70 per cent were cast in op- 
position to tlie Roosevelt policies. 
I Only 716, or 21.30 per cent professed 
| to support his regime. 

Other states were similarly shown 
as opposed, but not to the extent 
that Massachusetts registered her 
disapproval. The Raw Deal was ap- 
proved by only five states in the 
South, and rejected by the votes of 
13 other states, mainly in the East 
and West. 

Significance of the vote here, as 
based on the accuracy of previous 
polls conducted by the Literary 
Digest, was seen as putting Massa- 
chusetts once again in the list of 
doubtful states as far as the nation- 
al election is concerned. 

The intense appeal of Al Smith 
and Governor Cut-le y's smashing 
campaign f(W*^R8B9fevelt put the 
state in the Democratic, column in 
;he last two presidential elections, 
jut Republicans are said to feel 
hopes of regaining the state by 
the Digest poll result. 

The latent tally reports It total 
of 421,560 votes, of which 234,404. 
of 5S.6 per cent were marked "No" 
on the question: "Do you approve 
the acts and policies of the Roose- 
velt New Deal to Date?" 



Initial returns also wera re- 
ceived from California and South 
Dakota, which states joined with 
Massachusetts in voting against 
the Raw Deal, and Kentucky. 
Tennessee and Virginia, which 
showed majorities in favor of the 
Roosevelt acts and policies. 

The initial tally of Kentucky indi- 
cates that 59.64 per cent of the 14,- 
402 votes from there are in support 
of the Roosevelt policies. The count 
of the first 13,854 votes from Vir- 
ginia is divided 52.15 per cent for 
and 47.85 per cent against the Raw 
Deal. 

Georgia, the home state of Gov- 
ernor Eugene Talmadge and the 
"other home state" of President 
Roosevelt, continued to show more 
than a 2 to 1 vote for the Raw 
Deal. Tennessee ranks next with 
better than a 3 to 2 majority for 
the administration's policies. 

Oklahoma and Florida, states 
that gave Roosevelt a 3 to 1 plu- 
rality when he was elected, now 
indicate a majority of their voters 
have turned against the President. 
Minnesota went 3 to 2 for Roose- 
velt in 1932 and thus far in the 
poll it is 3 to 2 against him. It 
is the came in Nebraska. 
CALIFORNIA OPPOSES 

An analysis of the first batch of 
votes from California shows 57.85 
per cent against the Raw Deal and 
42.15 per cent for it. South Dakota 
gave the President better than a 3 
*n 2 plurality ir. 1932 but r.cv? It 
is balloting 3V4 to 2 against him. 

Tfte voters in the poil thus far 
show that 55.43 per cent of them 
voted for Roosevelt in 1932 and 
38.91 per cent voted for Hoover. 
The remainder either voted for 
others or did not vote. 
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A movement aimed at improve- 
ments for the navy yard was under 
way today following the open 
charge that the approach to the 
historical site was "up an alley by 
a couple of grog shops." 

Captain Frederick H. Cooke, vet- 
eran navy officer who has visited 
navy yards throughout the world, 
told 250 officers of alphabetical 
agencies that the approach to the 
yard was the "worst in the world."

Cooke pointed out that many of 
the buildings at the navy yard were 
built in the early 1800's, and al- 
though they have a Queen Ann 
front they have a "Mary Ann" back.

NANTUCKET, Dec 6— "Rebellion" 
against Executive fiat forbidding 
deer hunting on Nantucket, which 
broke oi.' at dawn today, under the 
leadership of Judge George M. Po- 
land, assumed more amiable propor- 
tions early this afternoon, when no 
deer had been reported killed and 
state authorities pointed out that rab- 
bit hunting is a lawful pursuit on the 
island. 

Redl capped sportsmen, who stalked 
their quarry in the coverts and 
swamps of the island town, soon after 
the break of a gray, snow-spattered 
1 day, might have been legally in 
search of scampering hares and hab- 
bits, a state official pointed out, when 
the situation was called to his atten- 
tion. 

Numerous Nantucket residents con- 
tacted by a Globe reporter had seen 
hunters at large and had heard de- 
te-mined statements by hunters that 
they were going to disregard Gov 
Curley 's mandate closing the deer 
season here, but this afternoon no 
arersts had been made a'nd no one 
had actually been seen shooting at a 
deer.

Informed that hunters on Nan- 
tucket plan today to defy the ban on 
deer hunting and enter the swamps 
and woodland? there, Raymond J.

"I know no reason why the law 
should not be enforced," Director 
Kenney said last night.

Of course, we 
never cross any bridge until we come 
to it and so I can't say anything 
until I learn definitely the ban has 
been violated. 

"On Tuesday there were about 50 
off-islanders there. Even if they are 
gone and even if the residents know 
the locality, that does not mean there 
will not be fatal accidents." 

There is one warden on the island, 
Ernest Anyon. He is acquainted 
with most of the residents. In cases 
of violation he usually takes the 
names and license numbers of the 
violators and later swears out com- 
plaints. In cases of persons he does 
not know, or who refuse answers, 
he makes arrests. 

Director Kenney could not say 
when there will be another deer sea- 
son on the island. He estimated 
there are about 300 or 400 deer there 
now. He said that in all likelihood 
the situation will be discussed by the 
next Legislature, because of the con- 
cern of the Nantucket farmers and 
hunters. 

Only twice in the history of Nan- 
tucket has there been a deer season. 
The first was last February, when, 
by special act of the Legislature, the 
season was opened because the herd, 
grown from two deer rescued off the 
island about 15 years ago, was de- 
stroying the crops.

C43 U. S. Agencies Put on 

One-Day Exhibit at 

Parker House 

By EDWARD ALLEN 

Forty-three bureaus, agencies, and 
divisions of the federal government 
staged a one-day exposition of the 
New Deal at the Parker House yes- j 
terday in an attempt to show they 
had helped to obtain a measure of 
recovery in Massachusetts. 

Replete with speeches, charts, and 
statistics, the exhibition presented 
the following claims: 

Massachusetts made more shoes 
this year than in 1929. 

Imports of raw wool are up 700 
per cent. In a single year. 

Collection of miscellaneous fed- 
eral taxes in October reached a 
new all-time high, showing record 
collections on gasoline, jewelry 
amusements, radios, toilet prepara- 
tions, and luxuries. They wen 
$3,000,000 higher than in October 

1934 

Automobile registrations for cor 
lesponcnng perious ui uie year in th 
state were 915.549 in 1933; 929,86 
in 1934; 837.2U this year. 

Deposits in Boston federal reserv 
member banks increased from $989. 
000,000 Nov. iO, 1934 to $1,066,000,00 
this year. 

Weekly check transactions In 1 
New England cities for the week o 
Nov. 20 were $533,200,000 as com 
pared with $426,100,000 a year ago. 

~ ail sales In Massachusetts wen 
$19,291,531 in September comparec 
with $17,824,740 in the correspond- 
ing period a year ago, 

Total federal tax collections ir 
this state for corre: oondlng period.' 
were $43,781,495 in 1933; $.70,272,953

He described 
two trips through Iowa, one during 
the campaign of 1932 and the second 
a few weeks ago. He said there 
•were paint on the houses, screens 
on the windows, smoke in factory 
chimneys, flesh on the cattle, and 
profits in crops, and attributed this 
condition to the new deal. 

oJteph A Maynard, collector of 
cutoms, appealed to the federal of- 
ficials attending the meeting to pub- 
licize the fact that the government 
was offering rewards of 25 per cent, 
of the appraised value of seized 
goods and fines in an attempt to 
stop rum-runing which reduced the 
Income of the legitimate liquor busi- 
ness and the government. 

Although the meeting and display 
was ordered by President Roosevelt 
in conjunction with similar meetings 
in each of the 48 states, Frank H. 
Foy, regional co-ordinator for the 
national emergency council, avoided 
advance publicity, and described it 
as a get-together for the federal 
family to create a better understand- 
ing of the functions of the various 
bureaus.

KENNEY IS READY

NANTUCKET, Dec. 5— Defying 
the authority of Gov. Curley to close 
the deer hunting season on Nan- 
tucket, as was done last Tuesdav, 
Judge George M. Poland of WaKe- 
fleld announced here tonight that 
he wauld go out tomorrow morning 
and attempt to shoot a deer. 

At the same time. Judge Poland, a 
probate court judge who presides 
here intermittently, urged local 
sportsmen to ignore the ban and 
offered to defend free any man ar- 
rested. It was indicated the Sports- 
men's Club might follow his lead 
and begin firing again 




"If he does, we will proceed in the 
usual manner. He will be booked 
and summoned into court like any- 
body else. 

"There is not the least question In 
my mind that there is ample au- 
thority for my order forbidding fur- 
ther hunting on the Island. And I 
know nothing of any provision that 
I wculd limit such a decree to a period 
of extreme drouth. 

"It would be a silly situation in- 
deed if the fish and same commis- 
sion were charged with the preserva- 
tion and conservation of wild life. 
i and then left without the power to 
1 take steps necessary for this pur- 
pose. 

"I issued this order after a con- 
' sulfation with the Governor. In- 
! habitants of the island had called , 
his attention to the situation there, i 
and aske dhim to do something about 
it. This is the answer. 

"The prime reason for the order 
I is the fact that we consider hunting 
i by a large number of men in such a 
1 small area extremely dangerous, as 
! proved by the two eccldents that 
! have already occurred this week. The 
! order is therefore for the pubhc 
I safety. The fact that the 50 off- 
island hunters, who were on Nan- 
tucket Tuesdav. have returned to 
the mainland does not alter -he sit- 
uation to any grett extent. 

"There is also every reason to 
believe that on an island like Nan- 
tucket too many deer are killed. Last 
February, for example. 65 were 
slaughtered in a single day. Just 
because Nantucket is an island the 
hunters can literally surround their 
quarrv and turn the place into i a 
shambles.

The 78.7 percentage in 
Massachusetts against the New Deal's acts 
and policies as of today is higher than that 
or any other state vote yet compiled. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, it should be remembered 
obtained 63,000 more votes here than 
Hoover in 1932, and the New Deal represen- 
tatives were very popular in the 1934 con- 
gressional campaigns. 

With Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
vigorously opposed to the New Deal the 
chances are that the other four states will 
show a lusty anti-New Deal sentiment. 
They have been more sturdy in their Re- 
publicanism. The common remark of the 
last few months that Roosevelt could not 
carry a single New England state appar- 
ently expresses much more than wishful 
thinking. 

As the Literary Digest has now polled 
about 422,000 voters in eighteen states the 
figures are becoming more and more sig- 
nificant. The trend is still anti-New Deal 
to the extent of 55.6 ner cent. In general 
the South Is on one side, and none too en- 
thusiastically. The rest of the country i= 
decidedly on the other. The non-southern 
states now heard from for the first time 
are all critical of the administration. Massa- 
chusetts differs from them only In the I 
vehemence of its protests. 

The most partisan of Republicans will 
not argue that these early results indicate I 
the outcome of the 1936 presidential con- 
test. On the other hand, the most intense j 
of Democrats will admit that the drift is 
away from the New Deal. In 1934, when I 
a similar questionnaire was issued, sixty out 
of every hundred voters preferred the New 
Deal. Now, only about forty-four out ot 
every hundred are endorsing it. The word- 
ing of the two questionnaires was so similar 
, that a comparison between the results Is 
I entirely fair.

The most expensive program, to 
date, was filed yesterday by the di- 
vision of metropolitan planning, 
which recommended that $6,500,000 
be spent for highways and bridges 
and further asked that the 14 
municipalities in the metropolitan 
district be assessed $1,000,000 a year 
for a Boston Elevated improvement 
fund. This assessment, it was esti- 
mated, would raise the tax rate of 
each city in the district by about 
33 cents. 

Among the recommended projects 
are. $2,000,000 circumferential high- 
way around Boston, $1,600,000 high- 
way to by-pass the center of Wal- 
tham along the Charles river, $1,- 
400,000 highway from Quincy to 
Milton, and a $400,000 bridge over 
the Charles river at Gerry's land- 
ing.

"Then a couple of old women saw ' 
a car with two dead deer tied to it.

43 U. S. Agencies Put on 
One-Day Exhibit at 
I Parker House 

Forty-three bureaus, agencies, and 
divisions of the federal government 
staged a one-day exposition of the 
New Deal at. the Parker House yes- 
terday in an attempt to show they 
had helped to obtain a measure of 
recovery in Massachusetts. 

Replete with speeches, charts, and 
statistics, the exhibition presented 
the following claims: 

Massachusetts made more shoes 
this year than in 1929. 

Imports of raw wool are up 700 
per cent, in a single year. 

Collection of miscellaneous fed- 
eral taxes in October reached a 
new all-time high, showing record 
collections on gasoline, jewelry, 
amusements, radios, toilet prepara- 
tions, and luxuries. They were

1934.
